+ Double Pneumonia Proves Fatal to 
Popular Police Officer; Large Number

Striking ‘with a suddenftess which shocked the town, Police 
Chief S. L. ” Warrior died last Friday in Royal Alexandra Hos- 
pital, Edmonton, after a brief week’s illness. He was 59 years of 
age. A veteran of the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, from which | : 
force he was pensioned off a few years ago, and of the Great War, 
he was familiarly known among his friends and comrades as “Bob,” 
who feel keenly the loss of a real friend and gallant comrade. Of 
an uncomplaining nature, only those Who he was closely in touca ! 
with knew that he had not been feeling himself, but he remained 
on duty, Just one week ago last Thursday, in company with W. G, 
Sage. “Bob” motored to Edmon- 
ton, and just before reaching | 
Leduc, said he was not feeling 
well and asked Mr. Sage to take 
the wheel. Before reaching Ed- 
monton he took a severe turn for 
the worse and Mr. Sage rushed 
him to a doctor, who immediately 
ordered him to the hospital. 
Pnhevmonia set in, from which he 
died, after being delirious for a 
few days. 
As his name implied, the de- 
| ceased spent the greater part of 
| his life in the service of the 
ca King. In 1909, when he first 
came to Canada, he joined the 
Royal Canadian North West 
Mounted Police and served on the 
force from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific until 1934. Known far 
and wide as “Honest Bob” War- 
rior, he was one of the best 
known-members of the famous 
force and figured in many sen- 
sational criminal cases. 
Served Overseas 

We went overseas with the 
Mounted Police squadron in 1916 
and returned to Canada in 1919, 
again taking up police duties as 
a staff sergeant. 

During 1935 he was vice-presi- 
dent of the Veterans’ Association 
of the R.N.W.MP. and was, be- 
fore his death, sccretary-treasur- 
er of ‘the Canadian Legion 
branch at Lacombe, .

It was purchased in 
the June dispersion of that herd 
and shown by the Oklahoma Ag- 
ricultural College and topped the 
sale at 85c per pound, to Swift & 
Co. The reserve champion was 
a roan Shorthorn Steer and sold 
to Armour & Co. at 18% cents, 
which looked far too cheap to 
me for a Steer of his calibre and 
in comparison with the top Steer, 
The balance of the Fat Steers and 
Heifers sold from 9c to $14.50. 

The champion load of Fat 
Steers (Herefords) sold for $13.50 
and the reserve load (Shorthorns) 
brought $11.75. 


Feeders Looked Good 

Not many feeders on show, but 
what were, I considered them 
very good, and they sold around 
7c for the carloads of 20, with a 
top of 10c for a group of five 
head. They were mostly Here- 
fords, with a few Angus and no 
Shorthorns that I saw. 

The entire Bull Sale consisted 
of 79 head of what they call (in 
this country) breeding and range 
Bulls. There was a lot of good 


Bulls at the head of this string 
and 29 head of breeding Bulls 
sold for an average of $242, with 
a top of $400, and the 50 range 
Rulls sold for an average of 
$153.80. My gness is that these 
same bulls would have brought 
as much if not more money at 
any sale we have beld at Calgary 
in the last three years. TI may 
say that thege were practiéally all 
Herefords. 


Right now the cattle market is 
not so good, but from whet I can 
hear around the yards they are 
looking for a much better market 
toward Spring. Good Steers ar¢ 
selling from $6.75 to $7.25; Heif- 
ers 6s top, and Cows $4.75 tc 
$5.25; hogs top at 9.25, and good 
wooled Lambs, 87.75 to $8.00.

R the eighth consecutive year, not one rate- 
payer of the Town of Lacombe attended the 


Annual Ratepayers’ Meeting. This year the meet- 
ing was scheduled for- Friday night, January 28.

If there are any criticisms to be made of the 
work of the local officials during the past twelve 
months, the Annual Meeting is the place to make 
them: At this meeting the criticizing party may 
have his say, and any work undertaken by the 
Town Council or School Board explained to him. 


The fact that no ratepayers have attended 
these meetings for the past eight years must in- 
dicate a sublime faith in the Town officials or a 
jack Of interest in ‘Town affairs amounting to 
indifference. 


ot Air or Action? 


Tu. opening of the sixth session of Alberta’s 
eighth Legislature is sct for next week. Legi- 
slation to be brought down is problematical, and 
if any is being prepared at present, a curtain of 
secrecy surrounds it. It is considered almost cer- 
tain that the House will frame legislation along 
the lines of debt reduction, but whet form this act 
will take is as yet unknown. The decision of the 
Supreme Court of Canada on the three Alberta 
bills now awaiting judgment will, of course, de- 


cide to a large extent the form of legislation for 


the coming session. “If the court should back up 
Alberta’s claim of constitutionality it is likely the 
legislation will take a more radical turn than if 
the Supreme Court upholds the Federal Govern- 
ment, j 


The path to be taken by the House, however, 
is clear. The people, on the whole, are disgusted 
with “Trial and Error” legislation. If Premier 
Aberhart can put into effect some bills that will 
uid the Province in recovery, alleviate the distress 
apparent in so many parts of the Province and 
improve the lot of the farmer, he will have done 
hetter work than all his speeches of the last three 
years pertaining to the famous #25 ver month divi- 
alend. There is such a thing as a governmen over- 
reaching itself, and placing as its goal an object 
fur out of reach. 


Formation of bills along sound business 
method lines will do more for the advancement 
of the Province than all the talk in the world 
about the theories of Social Credit, for until these 
theories and principles are put into effect and 
proven workable, they are not worth a plugged 
nickel to the electers of this Province. 


Let Premier Aberhart do one of two things. 
Either admit to the world that he is incapable of 
putting into effect the theories of Major Douglas 
and implement orthodox bills for the general ad- 
vancement of the Province, or put into effect these 
Social Credit theories and principles which he 
claims will benefit the clectorate. 


What steps will be taken in the House remains 
to be seen-—in the meantime the people of this 
Province await hopefully the deliberations of the 
Legislative body. 


The School Fire Hazard 


IGURES have recently been: published by the 
Dominion Fire Prevention Association show- 


ing the enormous Joss both in property and life 
by fires in the schools and educational institu- 
tions of Canada throughout the past fifteen years. 
Not only has property loss amounted to over fif- 
ten million dollars in this fifteen-year period, but 
a death toll of over 300 has been recorded. The 
Dominion wide association has made a thorough 
study of the causes of these fires in the various 
educational institutions and haye found that defec- 
tive heating appliances have caused by far the 
largest number of c nflagrations. In the fifteen- 
year period up to 1937, 4200 school fires have been 
chronicled, 1962 of which have bhcen caused by 
defective heating plants. 

The association claims that 80 per cent of the 
full 4200 fires could have been prevented had a 
rigid inspection for fire hazards been enforced 
annually. This inspection is a vital matter, and 
should not be overlooked by the School Boards 
of our schools of today. The Report of the Do- 
minion Fire Commissioner closes with the state- 
ment : 


“The solution (of this problem) does not lic 


in post-mortem sympathy and tear-hathed regrets. 
Within six months every institution in Canada 


apparently, are going to have over the upbring- 
ing of our children, 

We certainly elect our Legislature (or have 
done, so far) by the democratic use of the ballot, 
hat is it democratic to‘enforce legislation which is 
obviously against the will of the people? » 

For instance, the position of the school trus- 
tee is becoming unbearable. School trustees, for 
some extraordinary reason, seem to be looked 
upon as the natural enemy of the teacher by some 
persons prominent in the Teachers’ Alliance. This 
is ridiculous; the school trustee should be, and 
usually is, the teacher's best frienil and ally: He 
knows the district, the rural population thereof, 
and its idiosyncrasies, and can be of inestimable 
value to the teacher, and a power for peace and 
pleasantness in the teacher’s life. 

On April 3 last, the Legislative Committee of 
the Alberta School Trustees’ Association met with 
members of the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance and 
some M.L.A.’s (mainly ex-teachers) to discuss 
amendments to the School Act, mainly re relations 
between Boards of Trustees and teachers. At the 
outset of this meeting the Chairman stated that 
“a group of members in the House were deter- 
mined to introduce certain surprising amendments 
to the School Act.” Bearing this attitude in mind, 
it is not surprising that the trustees were forced 
to concede even more of the very few powers 
that remain to them. At present a school trus- 
tee’s hands are practically tied. The farmers in a 
rural district pay school taxes, clect men and 
women to run the schools, and not one of them 
has really any power to dismiss a teacher as and 
when they deem necessary. If a teacher is told 
{at the only time, the first twenty days of June, 
the Board may tell nim or her) that his or her 
services are no longer required, the teacher may 
set the expensive machinery of the Board of Refer- 
ence in motion. The mequality of this may be seen 
if one pauses and ponders well on the following 
fact. The gross income of the School ‘Trustees’ 
Association is approximately in the neighborhood 
of $5,000 a year, and that of the Teachers’ Alliance 
approximately $30,000. What: wonder is it that 
the school trustees feel the inequality of their 
position. In fact, the School Board are often not 
even represented at the sitting of the Board of 
Reference, not having the money to fight against 
such odds. 

However, we were discussing ihe disappear- 
ance of our democratic rights. The Farmer Goy- 
ernment, many years ago, introduced the “Baker” 
‘School Bill, in which the larger school unit was 
advocated. After thorough investigation, it was 
discovered that the people of the Province were 
not yet ready for this step, so, as we were still 
under a democratic regime, the question was laid 
aside. Now, willy-nilly, we are to have the larger 
school unit. This is irrespective of the fect that 
petitions have been signed, protest meetings held, 
and the will of the majority shown to be decid- 
edly against the setting up of the larger school 
unit in certain areas at the present time.

What about democracy and the press? One 
of the finest institutions of modern times is the 
unmuzzled press. If, by any ill chance, the press 
| is hampered by well-meaning legislators, one of 
our most democratic rights is lost to us. 

What about democracy and the soldier settler? 
A soldier settler has no recourse to law what- 
soever (as concerns his land contract), except 
through the Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement Act. 
Not very democratic! A settler cannot change 
from an admittedly non-productive farm tc better 
land, owned by ihe Government, because he can- 
not put down the 10 per cent cash payment re- 
quired of a settler. Any other person can apply 
for such lands and acquire them, and further than 
that, in some instances. obtain a grant with which 
to start up; but net a_ soldier settler. Almost 
amusing, if not so tragic. 


tries, at least, always been democracy’s shield 
against tyranny; the final interpreter of the con-

I wish to show in this short ar-} pig

He may produce 
more than he consumes but -he 
cannot consunie what. he hasn’t 
got. 


The second stage comes when 
other settlers arrive. It will soon 
be discovered that settlers in one 
section can raise cattle to advan- 
tage, while others can grow 
wheat, others can manufacture 
necessary tools and others will 
become . merchants. . Then the 
wheat grower will grcw his 
wheat and exchange that which 
he cannot use for the cattle or 
tools or merchandise he needs, 
which he himself does not pro- 
duce. That is the barter stage. 

The point to be remembered is 
that combined consumption: can- 
not exceed the :ombined produc- 
tion. 

3. The third stage is when 
money is introduced and banks 
make their appearance. Money, is 
used to take the place of barter, 
which is very. cambersome, and 
banks are needed to expedite ex- 
change among producers and 
consumers. Money is merely a 
symbol used in exchange and has 
little value in itself. »

The farmer is in the position 
where his family work not eight 
or nine hours a day, but usually 
12 to 16 hours a day. He is the 
one who pays and makes good 
the minimum wage and _ short 
hours, ete. also produces the 
necessities of life, provincially 
and nationally. 

He cannot look forward to a 
living minimum wage even 
though he is indispensable to the 
nation or Province. 

His crops may ke lost through 
hail or drought and yet there is 
no recompense for his labor; no 
pensions for his class after a life- 
time of unrequited effort. He is 
the one who must deny his home 
the conveniences which our city 
brothers and sisters enjoy. He is 
the one who has no hope for 
benefits from the Government 
which he sent into power from 
his’ gulability to accept God’s 
Apostles, promises of better 
things; yes, even if it came after 
life’s struggles, and we must be 
thankful to realize we have with. 
in the rankse of “Syocrites’ Par- 
ade” a General and his aide, who 
will see the reward will undoubt- 
edly be handed to us in that hap- 
py future, should we be steadfast 
and true to the cause and »~hiloso- 
phy of Aberhart and his Govern- 
ment. The Government cannot 
hope to pull wool over-the eyes 
of the farming class much longer.

great inconvenience. By using 
the banks they get advances on 
the property they possess and as 
a convenience or short cut bank 
cheques are used in the transac- 
tion. That is credit and although 
in the discussion of this phase of 
business there is certain mystifi- 
cation, there is little more to it 
than is shown in this suggested 
transaction. 

It is unnecessary to go further 
into the detaiis of such transac- 
tion except to note two evident 
and important facts : 

1. Bank checks are a short cut 
for currency, just as currency 
was a short cut for barter. 
Most important, the same 
principle remains that the 
consumption of the people 
cannot in the long run ex- 
ceed producticn.

It is in this fovrth stage that 
the Social Creditors becume en- 
tangied. They keep repeating 
the present-day fallacy that as 
there is poverty in the midst of 
plenty, the cause of the distress 
is the shortage of purchasing 
power. 

If Mr. Aberhart and his cabi- 
net would free themselves of 
their so-called experts for a few 
days and make a full investiga- 
tion they would soon discover 
that as far as Alberta was con- 
cerned consumption has not been 
falling behind production and 
never has fallen behind produc- 
tion. 

The suggestion that consump- 
tion could be increased by 
$120,000,000 (or $360,000,000 if 
we get $75 a month) a year by 
Basic Dividends without an 
equal increase in production is 
just plain foolishness. 

There are two serious 
lems before the Province : 

1, The problem of increasing 
production so that consumption 
also may be increased. 

2. A fairer adjustment among 
the people of that which is pro- 
duced, 

I am not sure that a Province, 
with its limited powers, can go 
far in readjusting that which is 
produced hy making a wiser dis- 
tribution. It may be able to make 
some improvement. A Province 
can go far in encouraging an in- 


prob- 


crease in production, 

Social Credit completely and 
rather scornfully ignores both 
problems.

Th cymulative taxation on the 
vil industry, the most heavily
